SuBDinary  of  Revised  Estimates  -  Janiary  1955  to  June  1956 


More  accurate  estimates  of  commercial  poultry  slaughter  have  been  developed 
through  the  application  of  improved  statistical  procedures  for  assembling  and 
analysing  data  provided  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  by  poultry  slaughter 
plants.     The  weekly  reports  currently  issued  by  the  Department  incorporate 
these  improvements.     To  make  the  current  reports  more  useful,   revised  weekly 
estimates  for  January  1955  through  June  195^  are  presented  herewith.     These 
data  are  directly  comparable  vrith  the  estimates  now  being  issued.
